He Lord Mayor, and Court of Aldermen being met at Guild- 
Hal, went in a Body to St. Laurence Church, to hear a Ser- 
mon, where were great Numbers of the Liveries ; and after 
Sermon the Lord Mayor went up to the Court of Heſtings, 
where the Recorder made a Speech to the Common-Hall, 
acquainting them- with the Work of the Day, and the Privi- 

ledges granted by their Charter, for EleCtions 3 and in the cloſe acquainted 

thein, that whereas it had been reported, that there had been a Scandal or Re- 
fletion, made on Sir Fohr Moore, that he had ſaid, he would be neither Clayton 
or Ward, and that hc did not believe there had been, or were any j20ptſh jsl{ot ; 
that-hc thought he ought todo him right therein, thathe declared he never had 
ſ:ch Thought, or ſaid any thing tending thereto, or could bear anv ſuch Con- 
ſtru&ion 3 but as he had a great Eſteem of choſe worthy Perſons, fo had always 


expre(t his Sence of, and Zeal againſt the Papiſh JIot, as any other Perſon 
whatſoever. - LO 


Whereupon the Lord Mayor, &. retiring to the Council Chamber, part 
of the Aldermen under the Chair were put in Nomination ; and in fine, a Poll 
was agreed on, betwixt Str John Moore, Sir Fohn Shorter, and Sir Thomas Gold, 
which continued till ſeven a Clock, when my Lord Mavor returning to CGuild-
